Dereas by an Act paſſed in the Frem- 
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Frodſham Bridge to Winsford Bridge, in 
the County of Cheſter, certain Perſons in the 
ſaid Act named, and their Succeſſors, were 
authorized and impowered to make the ſaid 
River navigable, from Frodſbam Bridge to 
Winsford Bridge aforeſaid, upon the Terms 
and under the Proviſions in the ſaid Act 
contained; and Commiſſioners were thereby 
appointed for ſettling, determining, and 
adjuſting, in Manner therein mentioned, all 
Matters about which any Differences might 
ariſe, between the Undertakers of the Kid 
Navigation, or their Succeſſors, and the 
Owners and Occupiers of any Weirs, Mills, 
Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments : 
And whereas, by virtue of the ſaid Act, 
the ſaid River has been made navigable; but 
fome of the Works for making and ufing 
the ſaid Navigation have been greatly in- 
jured and damaged, and no Method 1s ap- 
pointed by the ſaid Act for recovering Sa- 
tisfaction for ſuch Damages; and the ſaid 
Act is, in many other Parts, defective ; and 
it will be impracticable to improve or pre- 
ſerve the ſaid Navigation, unleſs the ſaid 
Act be, explained, amended, and rendered 
more effectual: And whereas the Purpoſes 
of the ſaid former Act may be more effec- 


tually anſwered, if Truſtees were appoint- 


ed with further and more proper Powers 
for 
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for preſerving and improving the ſaid Navi- 
gation, and all the Intereſt and Property of 
the ſaid Undertakers, and their Succeſſors 
and Aſſigns, in, over, and upon, the ſame,
